Government Report Says Many Fields
ThouRht Dead Now Materially

Improved

WASHINllTO.V. April 18 The (invent-inc- nt

during the week caused decided
In winter wheat condition In

Kansas and Oklahoma. It was tho most
favorable week of tho season In Kansas,
as tho drought was broken In tho south-
eastern part of State and sufficient rain
fell for the present needs elsewhere. Many
fields of wheat that were thought to be dead
ate now materially lmproed.

In Oklahoma also, rain caused good
growth and marked Improvement In this
crop. In Texas It was somewhat improved,
but beneficial effect of rains offset by sub-
sequent dry north winds.

There was small but steady Improve-
ment In this ctop lu the Ohio valley and In
most other central districts, but In Illinois
thero was little Impioveinent shown and the
crop was not much Improved In Nebraska-

Winter wheat Is In good condition In the
central nnd upper Ilocky Mountain region,
but It made slow progress on the Pacific
coast because of Insufficient warmth nnd
sunshine.

Weather was favorable for seeding spring
wheat In the dry district of Washington
State, but tho ground was too wet in many
sections.

Seeding of oats was going on in the
southern part, of the northern tier of
States and the crop was started well in the
central Mississippi and lower Missouri
valleys.

Cotton planting made moderate ptosress
In most of the southern cotton States and
preparation of the soil was under way in
tho northern districts.
